The committee has been 
working on a curriculum for the 
teaching of sex education in the 
high school for several years, 
and according to board member 
and committee member Thelma 
Behling, “It has taken us a long 
time to get this far.” 

She .added that “If the 
program doesn’t hit any snags, 
the ten days of classes will

After sitting through an ex- 
tensive agenda of significant 
school board issues, the majority 
of a mannerly crowd of about 
100 East Jordan residents and 
high school students at the 
regular school board meeting 
Monday night, gave strong sup- 
port to a presentation by Nancy 
Sherman of over 575 signatures 
requesting that the East Jordan 


become part of the Health Ed 
program.” 

The program uses a com- 
bination of experts in their 
fields, teachers, slide shows and 
filmstrips to present the 
sexually oriented material to the 
students. 

The program is slated to start 
shortly after the Christmas 
break as part of the health 
education classes. 

Included in the ten day class 
unit will be an introduction to 
the program by Dr. Jack Postle, 
a gynecologist at Northern 
Michigan Hospitals. He will be 
describing what the purpose, in- 
tent and seriousness the 
program presents. A filmstrip 


called Anatomy and Attitude 
will be shown. 

Another expert, Bert 
Notestine, the director of the 
Emmet County Health Depar- 
tment will lead a session on 
sexually transmitted diseases. 

State Police Trooper Charles 
Munyon will lead a session 
covering sexual conduct and 
rape prevention. He will be 
describing self-protection, 
reporting cases, trauma and 
guilt feelings, rights of in- 
dividuals and will hold a 
question and answer period. 

Another expert on Family 
abuse will be making a presen- 
tation. Jan Mancinelli, the 
director of the Women’s Resour- 


ce Center in Petoskey will be 
discussing many of the ways 
abuse takes place, patterns, in- 
cest, and other experiences in 
the area to highlight the com- 
plexity of the problem. 

Teen-age pregnancy will head 
another session with Mary 
Biagini the director of the Char- 
Em Alternative School. 

Values and Social behavior 
will be the title of presentations 
by the Rev. Mike Conklin, of the 
Boyne City Methodist Church. 

Also included will be a session 
on family planning, presented by 
Susan Killan, Health Prac- 
titioner of the Charlevoix Coun- 
ty Health Department. 

Along with the experts, 


students will be looking at film- 
strips and movies on many sub- 
jects dealing with sexuality. 

A special meeting will be held 
prior to the classes being offered 
so that concerned parents and 
the public can review the 
materials, according to Warren 
Wade, the school principal. 

He also said that students can 
opt out of any given day with 
parent approval if the parents 
do not want to have their 
children in the classes. 

Parents will also have the op- 
tion of not letting the children 
take the session.

Tests determine landfill 
cannot be consolidated 


“We were hoping to find areas 
where the amount of refuse 
buried would be shallow enough 
to allow it to be consolidated to a 
concentrated site at the former 
landfill," City Manager Randy 
Frykberg said reviewing a 
report sent to the city concer- 
ning where the refuse was 
located at the former city lan- 
dfill. 

- But the report showed refuse 
‘has been buried deeper and over 
a larger area than suspected. 

The report, made by the H.C. 
Hall civil engineering company, 
is part of the. ongoing plan. to 
eventually provide a cap to the 
landfill and permanently close

The traditional Boyne City 
Rambler-Harbor Springs Ram 
Basketba!] opener became a 
slight 51-48 decision over Boyne 
City after the two teams mat- 
ched up Friday night for an ac- 
tion packed. contest. Net scor- 
ching bombs gave the Rams an 
advantage that dominated ‘the 
game while the Ramblers laun- 
ched bricks that failed to hit the 
mack on a consistant basis. The 
Ramblers hit just 18 of 58 shots 
from the floor as the Rams often 
swished points through from the 
perimeter as Boyne City was 
closing in’to tighten the score. 

A fast pace in the first half 
combined with a Harbor Springs 
press provided a small cushion 
for the Rams as they led by nine 
at some points through the half, 
but the Ramblers never allowed 
more than that as they con- 
tinued to play catch-up. basket- 
ball through the end of the haif, 
pulling within four or five points 
at times, and slipping back. The 
Ramblers closed the half trailing 
by six, 20-26. Fast break attem- 
pts by the Ramblers often fiz- 
zled in the half as Harbor adep- 
tly utilized a retreating press 
that caused Boyne City to 
misscue on the passing game 
and committed untimely tur- 
novers while on the move. 

Harbor continued to feast 
through the third period as they 
enjoyed the continued ability to 
score from outside, while the 
Ramblers began to penetrate in- 
side the key to chip away at the 
score. Several well timed passes 
into the lane by Steve Stutzman 


offset somewhat his inability to 
‘score from outside. Stutzman 
has been known in the past to hit 
double figures, but connected on 
just one of 12 shots from the 
floor against the Rams. Junior 
Mike DeSchryver and Senior 
Seott Beebe picked up the slack 
with Beebe fighting it out under 
the boards along with Kyle Fit- 
zpatrick who-wound up with 11 
rebounds while Beebe had 12. 

DeSchryver became the teams 
accelerator midway through the 
third period, scoring on 
blistering streaks down the 
court as he pulled the Ramblers 
within one point 33-82 on the fast 
break. Harbor cut off the inside 
passing game at the 3:00 mark of 
the quarter and stretched out a 
41-34 lead as time expired. 


The Ramblers opened the 
final periods scoring with Beebe 
hitting both ends of a one-and- 
one, and DeSchryver scored 
from outside to trim the margin 
to 38-41, but Harbor began to 
match the Ramblers bucket for 
bucket until enlarging their lead 
to 49-40 with 5 minutes left in 
the game. 


Beebe became the Ramblers 
best scoring threat through the 
remainder of the game, scoring 
four unanswered hoops, one a 
left handed jumper, and three 
leading the fast break. With two 
minutes left to play, the Ram- 
blers suddenly became ice cold 
and Harbor went into a stall that 
netted them two free throws for 
the 51-48 lead.

DeSchryver emerged as the
